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Text of Austrian Proposal. 
The text of the proposal follows: 
“The Austro-Hungarian monarchy 
which has made only defensive warfare 
and has borne witness several times to its 
desire to put an end to the bloodshed and 
conclude an honorable peace, proposes 
by presentation to President Wilson to 
conclude immediately with him and his 
allies a general armistice on land, on sea 
and in the air and start without delay ne­ 
gotiations for peace. 
“These negotiations will be based on 
the fourteen points of his speech of Feb. 
12 (February l l ) 1918, and those equal­ 
ly of September 27, 1918.”

STOCKHOLM , O ct.— (B y the A .P .). — 
Prince M axim ilian of the Baden, the new im ­ 
perial German chancellor, is willing to ac­ 
cept President W ilson’s fourteen peace con­ 
ditions, according Jto* reports received from 
Itefihi “by circles closely connected with the 
foreign office here, even tho this for m any 
reasons may not be thoroly demonstrated in 
this statem ent before the reichstag.

A powerful movement is apparently un­ 
der way in Germany for a general armistice 
and peace. 
The new German chancellor, 
Prince Maximilian of Baden is reported to 
have proposed or to be on the eve of propos­ 
ing a general suspension of hostilities, the ap­ 
pointment of plenipotentiaries to meet at a neutral place 
for the discussion of a league for arbitration and disarm­ 
ament and the forwarding of a request to the entente al­ 
lies for their terms. 
It is furthermore requested that the 
German chancellor has expressed his willingness to ac­ 
cept President Wilson’s fourteen peace conditions. 
Austria-Hungary thru its minister at Stockholm is re­ 
questing the Swedish government, according to advices 
from Berne to transmit to President Wilson a proposal for 
a general armistice with the entente allies on land and 
sea and in the air and start without delay negotiations tor 
peace. 
These negotiations are to be based on the terms 
set forth by President Wilson. 
A new peace note to be issued by Baron Burian, the 
Austro-Hungarian foreign minister it is announced will 
declare that all of President Wilson’s terms have been ac­ 
cepted by the dual monarchy.

And, finally, from Berne comes the announcement that 
Germany, Austria-Hungary and Turkey intend simultan­ 
eously to approach President Wilson with the object oi 
having him make representations to the other entente al­ 
lies for a general armistice and negotiations looking to 
peace.

Propose Immediate Suspension of Hostilities 
' 
AMSTERDAM, Oct. 5.-— By the Associated Press. —- 
The immediate suspension of hostilities has been proposed 
by the imperiad German chancellor, Prince Maximilian, in 
the reichstag, according to the Berlin correspondent of the 
Tijd. 
The entente allies are to he askeil to state their 
t cr ms. 
The chancellor’s pi jposal embraced also the dispatch 


of plenipotentiaries to a neutral place to discuss the ques­ 
tion of a league for national arbitration and disarma­ 
ment. 
The plenipotentiaries are further to be empowered to 
discuss the creation of a federal Austria, the right of self- 
determination for Russian frontier states, the restoration 
and indemnification of Belgium, autonomy for Alsace- 
Lorraine and the return of the German colonies. 
The 
terms of the entente allies will be asked at the same time 
with the object of forming a basis for the consideration 
of these important questions. 
Willingness to join a league of nations on a basis of 
equal rights was declared by Chancellor Maximilian in his 
address. 
He also proposed complete rehabilitation of 
Belgium and immediate establishment of popular repre­ 
sentative bodies in the Baltic provinces of Lithuania and 
Poland. 
Sweden Will Transmit Proposal 
PARIS, Oct. 5.— The Austro-Hungarian minister at 
Stockholm has been charged to request the Swedish gov­ 
ernment to transmit to President Wilson a proposal to con­ 
clude immediately with him and his allies a general arm­ 
istice and to start without delay negotiations for peace. 
This announcement is made in a Berne despatch to the 
Havas Agency. 
In transmitting this despatch the Berne correspondent 
of the Havas Agency says: 
“Germany and Turkey must take the same step as Aus­ 
tria. 
Meanwhile the Semi-Official News Agency at Ber­ 
lin withholds the news .evidently awaiting the meeting of 
the reichstag, which will be held this afternoon. 
The im­ 
perial chancellor, Prince Maxmilian, certainly will make 
an important announcement in the reichstag, which has 
assembled four days in advance of the regular time. 
“The action of the Austrian government has been pre­ 
ceded by a number of conferences with representatives of 
Berlin and Hungary both civil and military and representa­ 
tives from the states of the German confederation.”

to ail m ilitary officers here. He 
also made evident his great pride 
iu the deeds of the American ar­ 
my in F rance now a vital factor 
In stirring events.

On Sept. 14 the Austro-Hungarian government invited 
all the belligerent governments to enter into non-binding 
discussions at some neutral meeting place with a view to 
bringing about peace. Two days later President Wilson re­ 
jected the proposal, declaring that the American govern­ 
ment had made its position and purpose so plain, having 
repeatedly stated the terms upon which peace would be 
considered, that it would entertain no proposal for such a 
conference. 
Baron Burian the Austro-Hungarian foreign minister, 
in announcing that he was not surprised at the reception of 
his peace note, declared that it had already produced re­ 
markable phenomena and would do so still more in the 
near future. Rumors have been prevalent in Vienna polit­ 
ical circles that the foreign minister would soon send a 
se c o n d note to the belligerents, which would contain more 
precise statements.

Definite reports as to the spread 
of the disease among the civilian 
population w ere lacking tonight. 
Dispatches received by th e public 
health service however, told of 
little abatem ent of the epidemic 
in most states.

Bend Nurses to Camp Devens 
The American Bed Cross which 
sent a num ber of nurses to Camp 
Devens. Mass., where the epidemic 
has been th e most widespread, 
today received information that 
the situation a t that cam p is now 
well in hand and that th e nurses 
can gradually be withdrawn and 
assigned to cvivilian needs. 
The dem and for nurses has in­ 
creased so rapidly because of the 
disease th a t the Red Cross to­ 
night announced that Canadian 
nurses will be enlisted for ser­ 
vice in 
the 
United 
States. 
A 
Canadian committee on nursing 
service has been organized and a 
call has been sent to Canada for 
HOO graduate nurses to be sent to 
Boston and 25 for duty In Wash­ 
ington. 
Reports received by the 
Red Cross from the middle west 
show more than 400 nurses have 
been supplied by the organization 
to meet the emergency. 
Gains were made by the disease 
today in Washington 
with 
deaths reported in the last twen­ 
ty-four hours, the largest number 
for any sim ilar period since the 
start of the epidemic.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—An Austrian appeal for an 
armistice for discussion of peace on President Wilson’s 
ow n terms is regarded here as th e logical sequel of the 
president’s recent rejection of the proposal that hostilities 
be suspended for secret and non-binding peace discussions. 
What the American government’s answer to such an 
appeal would be is indicated by th e statement authorized 
w hen the Austro-Hungarian foreign minister complained 
th a t his acceptance of President Wilson’s principles had 
not been noticed—that peace could not be talked of upon 
any terms so long as Germany and Austria occupied a sin­ 
gle foot of conquered territory. 
Germany Wants Peace Before Allied Invasion 
New and more aggressive phases of the Teutonic effort 
for peace by negotiations before allied and American sol­ 
diers invade German soil evidently are about to be launch­ 
ed, and the only question is the exact form they will take. 
Officials here will be surprised neither by the Austrian 
armistice plea, which Berne press despatches thru Paris 
tonight say is coming, nor by a similar move by Germany 
herself, which the new chancellor, Prince Maximilian of 
Baden is said to have proposed or to be about to propose 
in the reichstag. There is no disposition to believe, how­ 
ever, that an early end of the war is in sight, in spite of the 
fa c t that the Germans are known to be desperately anx­ 
ious to halt by diplomacy the steady advance of their en­ 
emies toward toward the German border. 
Expect Teutonic Alliance to Crumble 
Proposals will continue to come tho and there is no 
doubt here th a t sooner or later as th e great task of driving 
the Germans out of Belgium aud France progresses the 
Teutonic alliance will crumble and seek such terms as 
w ere given Bulgaria. In the meantime every offer and sug­ 
gestion is regarded as nothing more than a continuation of 
the long waged peace offensive, fo r the recent re-organi­ 
zation of the German cabinet is not regarded as indicating 
any real change of heart in Berlin or as making the actual 
masters of Germany any more worthy of trust. The pro­ 
posal to send plenipotentiaries in a neutral place to discuss 
questions of a league for international arbitration and dis­ 
armament is regarded as a transparent effort to anticipate 
the peace council and probably would not be entertained 
for a moment for that reason. 
T he same objective lies 
against discussion of th e federalization of Austria the 
rig h t of self determination of the Russian border states, 
restitution and indemnification of Belgium, autonomy for 
Alsace-Lorraine and the return of the German colonies.* 
The reported intention of Germany, Austria and Tur­ 
key to seek President Wilson’s good office to arrange an 
armistice like the other moves said to be impending would 
be received here as nothing more than a continuance of 
the efforts instituted by Count Burian as far back as last 
January and repeated several times since, to trap the en­ 
tente into concessions by a professed acceptance by the 
central powers of the terms of settlement laid down by 
President Wilson.

However beautiful may be the 
expression In this poem, it seems 
subordinate to the thought, and 
need not detain us here. T he d e a d / 
speak in these lines, and we who 
live must heed. 
There can be no question as to 
the outcome of this war. 
The 
spiritually and intellectually civi­ 
lized part of the world has re­ 
solved that the portion intellect­ 
ually civilized only m ust be sub­ 
dued. 
If this portion had kept 
the peace it would have been left 
to breed and barter In its own 
materialism; but 
it 
broke the 
peace and came ravening out of 
its jungle. 
The Germans know th a t they 
are going to be beaten, as well as 
the Allies know it. 
For months, 
however, Germany has hoped, and 
she 
still 
hopes, 
that 
by some 
chance she may make a peace 
which will favor her to a groater 
or less degree. 
Germany knows 
that the spiritually civilized world 
did not want war and long ago 
came to hate this war forced up­ 
on it. 
It is here that we must 
heed the voice of those who lie 
in Flanders’ fields. 
“If ye break 
faith— ’*! 
The creatures called, for want 
of a more precise term, "paci­ 
fists,” have grown constantly less 
numerous. 
Noise 
rather 
than 
numbers distinguished them even 
from the^lrst. 
But to millions o^ 
our people there comes someflmes 
the temptation to long for peace, 
even though it falls short of vic­ 
tory. 
Has not 
the torch been 
carried almost far enough? 
Even 
if taken up. may it not be held at 
little less high? 
These "millions of our people" 
are made up of the fathers 
and 
mothers of the soldiers who have 
gone to the front; we are think­ 
ing particularly of the mothers. 
You are the mother of the son 
with our forces overseas. A whis­ 
per comes to you that the Ger­ 
mans are ready for a just peace. 
This whisper may come from a 
neighbor, or it may come in print, 
or in some 
other 
way. 
The 
neighbor, or the author of the 
lines in print, may be only fool­ 
ish, or he may be a sy m p a th iz e 
with Germany. 
Your son is be­ 
yond the Flanders crosses, row on 
row, along the danger line. facing 
the exploding shells and poison 
gas of the unpitying enemy. Oth­ 
er men in his company have been 
killed. 
Perhaps 
you would be 
more than human if you did not 
at least listen to these whispers.

w agons to haul th e stuff, but it all 
had to be loaded and 
unloaded. 
T hey divided th e 
com pany 
into 
d etails and each detail had a cer­ 
rero fhlng to 
do. 
Mine 
was 
to, 
help load the 
material 
for 
the 
school, didn’t finish loading until 
abdat six th irty , got super about 
seven thirty. 
W ednesday morning we had to 
clean up our new quarters, 
we 
call it ’policing” . Thursday morn­ 
in g we moved again, 
this 
time 
only about th ree blocks, but ev­ 
erything had to be moved. All the 
heavy stuff was 
loaded 
on 
the 
m otor trucks, but we carried the 
tighter articles. 
We started Im­ 
m ediately 
a fte r 
breakfast 
and 
didn't finish u n til four thirty 
in 
(he afternoon. 
Tomorrow we will 
h ave to pollee our new quarters. 
Such is army life. 
I sujrpoHo we 
w ill be here th e greater part 
of 
th e winter, at least 
I 
hope 
we 


don” move again within the next 
tw o days. 
W e have very good uarters now 
a n inth better place thai' we had 
before. 
Our 
tem t i have wooden 
floors ana wooden sides, so 
you 
see w e are not living in sand now. 
Our quarters are closer to a Y, M. 
(’. A., and also closer to 
the 
car 
lin e, so we have three new 
eon- 
v* nfences. 
So you are having dry weather, 
y Isl 
you could have had 
som e 
of th e rain we had 
night 
before 
la st, it was sure enough rain. It 
cam e in torrents for about 
two 
hours. 
The rain ran down 
the 
side® of the ten t so fast that 
it 
v aahed away the sand along 
tho 
kedges of the 
tent. 
Along 
with 
the rain we 
had 
an 
electrical 
storm . 
Judging from the sound 
ii m ust have struck close to 
our 
tent a couple of tim es. 
About 
a 
quarter of a m ile away the ligh t­ 
ning struck and 
stunned 
fifteen 
m en, three of them had to be tak­ 
en to the 
base 
how pl tai, 
didn’t 
hear of any other damage except 
that 
it 
burned a hole in a bar­ 
racks* bag. 
One day last week 
went 
to 
A ugusta to m arch in 
a 
parade. 
You have tp look like a 
m illion 
bucks whenever you go to A ugus­ 
ta. 
They m arched us about two 
m iles and the captain of the camp 
said he thought the supply school 
m ade the beat shew ing of any or­ 
ganization in th e parade. 
N ever saw ho many negroes at 
any one time before, there 
were 
about twice as m any negroes 
as 
w hites, 
th a one heres wagon 
I 
saw two negro women and eleven 
children, one ot 
the 
kids 
was 
packed under the seat. 
t wen: thru a cotton mill 
with 
two other ftflto va from our squad. 
I. Wes very interesting, 
we 
saw 
the raw cotton in bales, then fol­ 
low ed if thru th e factory until it 
name out as 
cotton 
cloth. 
The 
men who .showed us thru told us 
that they made about sixty 
five 
thousand yards % week. The folks 
V.orbing in the m ill seemd of 
a 
low tv pp, very few had 
on 
any 
shoes. 
In the country everybody 
V o**ks one m ule in plowing, they 
use chain harness and rope lines. 
They 
don’t 
overwork. 
Every 
tim e a train passes they stop 
to 
w atch it. 
The soil is very 
poor 
and is of a brownish red color the 
w ater in the rivers Is 
the 
sam e 
color. 
Here at the camp, tho, It 
Im all white sand. 
H ave a big bunch 
of 
drafted 
men coming Into camp now. 
We 
had a bunch of foreigners arrive 
w ho couldn’t speak 
a 
word 
of 
•English. 
Th? com pany com andor 
had to have 
an 
interpreter 
to 
m ake 
them understand his com­ 
m and 
He gave 
the 
command, 
thru the interpreter, for all men 
who were especial* 
qualified 
to 
act as beglare to 
step 
forward 
one pa ce and the entire com pany 
etoped forward one 
step. 
They 
m isunderstood 
the 
command, 
suppose they 
thought 
he 
said 
b u r g le s. 
W e are not very busy now, just 
h a v e an hour and a half of drill 
each. morning. 
A fter 
the 
drill 
our lieutenant 
in 
material 
has 
been giving us bayonet 
exercise 
And extended 
order. 
It 
is 
not 
com pulsory, 
hew ever. 
In 
the 
afternoon we d on ’t have m uch of 
anything to do right now but lie 
on our cots. 
W e call that “ bunk 
fiatigue”. 
I suppose we w ill be at 
leisure for another 
week, 
them 
tsar! teaching again. 
Yesterday 
afternoon 
all 
in­ 
structors were marched over 
to 
M ajor Ruth’s 
office 
and 
given 
w arrants 
prom oting 
us 
from 
privates 
first-class, to Corporals, 
so I have a new title now'. 
Last Sunday 
night 
I 
heard 
B ishop Candler, one of the great 
bishops of the South aud he 
was 
qertainly ne. 
H is text was, ‘‘Be 
Strong and Show Thyself a M an.” 
H e is a very abort and 
very 
fat 
man 
aud he said his son wrote 
him that he w ould be of no use in 
France because if he were in the 
trenches he cou ld n ’t get out aud 
if he were out he couldn’a get in. 
He 
said 
he 
w ouldn’t 
let 
the 
"sassy rascal'’ talk like 
that 
to 
him when he g ot home, that 
he 
w ould try to put him under strict 
d iscip lin e. 
H e 
said he w anted 
his son to eat a m eal or 
tw o 
til 
B erlin before he got home. 
Monday nf gh< I heard Frances 
Ingram sing, sh e 
is 
considered 
anc of the greatest contralti sing­ 
ers it. the world. 
I think I have told you all this 
tim e.

It was the D. A. D. M. S. (De­ 
puty Assistant Director Medical 
Sort ices), second army, t i m work­ 
ed out an idea, outing the last 
two or three days of what was 
callid the Battle of Loos. 
The 
idea was to send the stretcher 
bearers over after some other men 
wiicm he designated as dressers. 
71e.se dressers (30 to each brig­ 
ade) were to go over IO minutes 
ofter the last wave of infantry | 
had gone and dress the wounded 
practically where they fell 
(It 
P coly men wounded so badly 
that they cannot walk th a t'w a it 
for - ne dressers, others wall: down 
to the lirEksirg station). 
Af er 
droning 'h e wound, they wove to 
place the man under some kind 
of cover from shell 
fire, such 
as a trench, ditch, shell hole, etc.. 
and stick 
something alongside 
that eovfcr to designate there was 
a wounded man lying in there. 
The stretcher bearers came on 
half an hour after the dressers 


I have known 
medical coops 
bearers to work as long as 7 2 
hours without sleep and v ery lit­ 
tle food, gathering their wounded 
in and then dropping from fatigue 
after their work was done. 
The 
dressers when they have finished 
ciiessing become stretcher hearers. 
When they start out they carry 
a canvas hag full of shell and 
field dressings strapped to their 
I ack. 


It was dining the Battles of the 
Somme that the medical corps 
had many casualties, moi? than 
In any other 
series of battles 
during the war. Field ambulances 
have gone into action one day 
with a full number of men and 
come nut of action a day or two 
later with 50 to 75 Der cent of 
their men casualties. 
The trick 
invented by the Germ ans during 
the Battle of the Somme, I will 
describe. 
The German has always 
believed and does yet, that to nick 
off doctors and stretcher hearers 
and they picked lip these wound- by snipers will cause much i lore 
en men and left them at places j mortality amongst the casualties 
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-and

| than there usually is. 
This is 
true, for if there are not enough 
, stretcher bearers 
to bring the 
•wounded in quickly, 
they will 
have to lie out a length of time, 
their wounds 
become infected, 
gangrene sets in and causes death. 
They followed 
a system which 
caused us to lose many good men 
until their plan was discovered. 
Two Germans in each company 
were told to feign death in the 
event of the remainder having to 
retreat, and to remain where they 
were./ 
T h e advancing 
British.. 
when they came up to the Gil ­ 
man positions, would pass the** 
men, believing them to be dead, 
and 
advance farther on. 
This 
would leave the Germans feign­ 
ing death behind the-British lines. 
and as the dressers and stretcher 
bearers would come up to work on 
the wounded they would rise up 
occasionally and 
snipe 
one of 
these men. 
It went on for a week 
or two in that way, until an in­ 
fantryman. slightly wounded, hap­ 
pened to be coming down the line 
towards the dressing station and 
saw one of these Germans pick 
off a stretcher bearer. 
Of course 
he killed the German, and on go­ 
ing thru his clothes found docu­ 
ments which gave the plah away. 
The infantryman 
turned 
these 
papers over to the officer in the 
dressing station 
who forwarded 
them on to the army corps com­ 
mander. 


SM 
clearing station they can do oper­ 
ating on a large scale because 
they have a permanent operating 
room, staff for it and also a staff 
that can take care of the patient 
after he has been operated on. 
As a general rule wounded are 
kept 2 or 3 days in the casualty 
clearing stations, then if their 
condition permits it, they are sent 
down to the base in a hospital 
ti ain. 
They are mostly admitted 
one day and evacuated the next.

"The army 
corps 
commander 
promptly acted on them and in­ 
stituted 
a company 
t h a t was 
known as “ Battle Police.” 
These 
battle police followed up the ad­ 
vancing infantry and looked thru 
every dugout, 
ditch, shell hole, 
or other cover 
on the ground, 
which 
had just been 
captured 
from the Germans, 
lf th ey found 
a dead German, they left him 
there. 
If they found one wound­ 
ed, they also left him, but in such 
shape that he could not pick up 
a rifle, etc., and do any damage 
with it 
If they found an un­ 
wounded German who was feign­ 
ing death. 
Well— , I dolvt know 
what they did with him but I 
have a good idea. 
Each one of these- Germans who 
were ordered to lie nu*- knew that 
it was as good as being told to 
die. 
They were fortunate in be­ 
ing able to give themselves up 
after having lain nut for a day 
or two and sniping our stretcher 
bearers. 
It was generally a case 
of being shot and they knew it. 
But there is discipline in the Ger­ 
man army and they just did it 
without asking any questions. 
After the Battle police were in 
force for a few days casualties 
among our field ambulances dim­ 
inished considerably but the first 
two weeks of the Battles of the 
Somme we suffered heavily. 
During the battle of the Somme 
which occupied the time between 
July I and Nov. I, 1916. over 
10.000 officers and men of the 
Royal Army Medical corps were 
killed, wounded or reported miss­ 
ing. 
(The Canadians, New Zea­ 
land and Australian army medical 
corps, are also counted in.) 
That 
is proof that the medical corps 
man does go into the firing line 
and does take chances as well as 
the fighting man, more so because 
he has to stand and face the fire 
with 
no chance 
of retaliation. 
There are lots of rifles, bombs, 
etc., lying about the^ground just 
captured, but if he were to pick 
up one of these and fire at a 
German and were seen doing it, 
he would be placed under arrest 
and court martialed.

know. 
The Germans say that it 
is not against the Hague, or Gen­ 
eva convention. 
Very well, let’s 
take it, that 
it isn’t and also 
give to stretcher bearers some 
kind of an arm with which to 
protect themselves. 
Give them 
the satisfaction of taking a shot 
at a German who takes a shot 
at them. 
T h e Casualty C learing Station, 
In French and Belgian towns 
from 7 to IO miles behind the 
lines traversed by railroads, one 
often sees the school house, and 
sometimes churches, flying Red 
Cross flags. 
Most cf the popula­ 
tion having gone further back, 
there is no need for all tne schools 
or churches, so they are turned 
Into hospitals*, and those hospitals 
are the Casualty Clearing Station. 
Most of them are In buildings, as 
have mentioned 
above, 
school 
houses, churches, warehouses, etc. 
Where there 
are no buildings 
available or there Is not enough 
space, large tents are used. 
It is 
to these stations that the wound­ 
ed un* brought 
from the main 
drear,in? stations, 


It is there th at the nursing sis­ 
ters do so much good. 
They have 
to work very hard. 
They gener­ 
ally come on at 8 a. rn. aud work 
until 8 p. in. 
If there is a convoy 
of wounded too large for the’ 
night sister to cope with, some of 
the day staff have to come back 
and go to work again until ad 
the wounded are attended to 
7’hese hospitals 
get 
bombed 
from aeroplanes and shelled by 
the German long range guns. T iny 
have done it time and time again 
and have wounded and killed med­ 
ical corps men. patients in flie 
hospital and some nursing sisters. 
Every building and tent is m ark­ 
ed by a large Red Cross,.visiolo 
to the naked eye in clear weather 
to 8000 feet, and with a glass up 
to 16 and 17 thousand. 
(In my 
service, in the aerial squadrons 
in both the British and French 
services I have noticed the m ark­ 
ings on many of them). 
And at 
nights there are lights that shine 
qn the roof (and (sides of the 
building that is used as a hosplt 
a1, visible to a height of 8 or IO 
thousand feet. Still the Germans 
bomb and shell them and claim 
that they are billets, or that lf it 
was a hospital they could not see 
the markings 
on the building. 
That is the German way. 
The officers and men are at 
the end of certain periods trans­ 
ferred to field ambulances to give 
them their turn at field work, 
providing their physical condition 
will permit them to do the strenu­ 
ous work required of them in a 
field ambulance. 
Then after a 
certain time in a field ambulance 
they are transferred again to a 
stationary or general hospital, u n ­ 
less they desire to stay in a field 
ambluance. 
Stationary and General Hospitals. 
Stationary or general hospitals 
are the same thing except that 
the stationary hospital is under 
canvass (in tents) and is on the 
line of communications from 25 
miles back of the line to the base 
and the general hospital is al­ 
ways in some base town. 
They both have a personnel of 
about 2 6 doctors, 2 50 N. C. O’s. 
and men and about 3 4 to 4 0 nurs­ 
ing sisters. 
They are put up to 
hold from 500 to 1,000 patients 
and are built on the modern hos 
pital style. Their operating rooms 
are the most modern known, and 
there are as many as IOO to 200 
operations a week in them. 
To 
these hospitals wounded and sick 
are sent from the casualty clear­ 
ing station. 
If there is a chance 
of a cure within a month they 
keep the patient there, but if the 
patient is likely to be in hospital 
longer than a m onth they send 
him over to England to a hospital 
there, and if it is possible for 
them to cure him completely they 
do so there, then send the man 
back to duty; if not, he is dis­ 
charged from the arm y and given 
a pension. 
There three parts of the med­ 
ical corps 
af*e 
th e main ones. 
There are also the running of hos­ 
pital trains and ships, also done 
by the medical corps. 
Then there 
are small units here and there as 
Sanitary stations, but of these I 
do not know very much so can­ 
not say anything about them. 
I 
have tried to explain fully the 
duties of the medical corps that 
come nearest to the actual fight­ 
ing. 
lf I have left anything out 
it’s because I either did not think 
of it or knew nothing about. 
I 
dare say if I ever had done duty 
in the medical corps other than 
for the week or two of executive 
duty that I did, I would know 
much more about the duties of 
the corps than 
I do and could 


I hope that the reader, if he 
has had patience to go th ru all 
of these articles has a somewhat 
better idea of what are the duties 
of different corps or branches of 
the service. 
I have tried to tell 
of the duties of these branches 
of the service only except in one 
or two instances where I brought 
in any experiences, personal or 
otherwise, and hope th a t I have 
done so to the satisfaction of tile 
reader. 
The subjects r 
so vari­ 
ed that it is very difficult to tell 
all about th em , but one cannot 
do other than the best th a t is in 
him. 
If there is anything further 
I can explain to any reader, some­ 
thing I have not touched upon in 
these articles, a letter to me in 
care of this paper will 
be an­ 
swered just as soon as is possible. 
I do not kmow tall a b o u t the 
army, but w h a t little I do know* 
is at the service of any reader 
and especially 
those who have 
«cmeone serving in the army.

SNIPING IS RNE ART 
IN MODERN WARFARE 


Sharpshooter Max 
Many Otehr 
Brancher of Service to Assist 
Him— Incident of Recent Hays 
Shows How Artillery Work Is 
Sometimes Necessary In Undo­ 
ing of German Snipers. 


Behind the Lines 
in France, 
July 24.— (Correspondence of the 
Associated 
Press).— Sniping and 
couirtersniping has been reduced 
to a fine a r t in modern warfare, 
and the sharpshooter uses many 
other branches of the service to 
assist him. 
Au incident which 
occurred a few days ago in the 
British lines in Flanders shows 
how' a little 
artillery 
work 
is 
sometimes necessary in bringing 
about the undoing of the German 
snipers. 
Lieutenant 
Jackson, battalion 
sniping officer, was walking down 
the trench when he heard a sud­ 
den rattle of musketry— German 
bullets striking one of the British 
.sniping plates. 
One of his snip­ 
ing posts was being battered by 
German armor-piercing bullets. 
The officer hurried to the scene 
and with his periscope located the 
spot where the Germans were fir­ 
ing. 
It was a big post on some 
ground behind the enemy firing 
line, hidden with earth and look­ 
ing exactly like any one of the 
other 
tangled 
hummocks 
wdth 
which shells and mines had strewn 
the vicinity. 
But his trained eye 
quickly m arked out 
four small 
apertures which he knew to be 
loopholes. 
The excellence of his 
periscope even enabled him to see 
the puffs 
of unburned 
powder 
which came from the four hostile 
rifles at every shot. 
‘‘They a re behind concrete and 
steel under that 
surface 
mud, 
sir,” said th e sergeant. 
‘‘It won’t 
be easy dealing with them .” 
“It appears a 
case 
for the 
heavy artillery, I’m afraid,” m ur­ 
mured Lieutenant 
Jackson, re­ 
gretfully: 
Ile disliked calling in 
any outside assistance for snip­ 
ers. 
‘‘I saw th e major of that heavy 
battery which covers us going by 
a moment ago,” 
suggested the 
sergeant. 
I us t ru e lion s Telephoned. 


Lieutenant Jackson hurried off 
down the trench and found the 
major, who was up on a survey 
of the enem y line for special tar­ 
gets. 
A h in t of what had devel­ 
oped brought the major back and 
a minute la te r he was In the near­ 
est signal 
dugout, 
telephoning 
instructions to his battery. 
Meanwhile Lieutenant Jackson 
beckoned th e sergeant away out 
of the 
m a jo r’s 
hearing 
"Put 
Haggerty and Brown into Post 9, 
Sergeant,” he ordered. 
‘‘I don’t 
think the Germans have any com­ 
munication Into that post of theirs 
and they will have to bolt for 
cover over the ridge." 
Presently (he first heavy pro­ 
jectile came rumbling up from the 
rear. 
It b u rst fifty yards wide in 
a great splash of earth. 
The sec 
omi shell burst in the German 
firing line, right in front of the 
sniping post, and tore a hug** gap 
In tho parapet. 
Tho third fell 
right on top of the post itself, 
But tim concrete of the structure 
was strong and the shell actually 
ricocheted clear and burst several 
yards away. 
‘That has frightened them ,” ex­ 
claimed the major, suddenly, as 
four figures 
appeared 
from be­ 
hind the sniping post and raced 
madly for th e crest of the ridge, j 
Just then ti shot rang out from 
tile British trench, and the first 
German pitched forward on Ills 
face. 
The second fell a yard fur- j 
thor on. T h e remaining two were ( 
dropped as they reached the crest. >
